Since the political integration of Europe has been suspended for an 
indefinite period, the Economics Ministry must prevent the economic 
integration provisions fro© damaging West German industry over an 
extended interim period. It is an unsound economic policy, the 
institute points out, to accept imports at dusping price a Just for 
the sake of boosting exports. Neumann finally rejected Erhard's 
appeal to industry to cut Its prices generally and notea that this 
appeal will particularly increase the population's reluctance to buy 
produets of those industries whose prices ere influenced by very stiff 
competition.
